District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District,  the  health  of  the  people 
and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year,  1957. 

The  Registrar  General’s  population  figure  for  the  Urban  Area 
is  11,030. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  during  the  year  has  been  very 
good  with  an  absence  of  any  serious  epidemic  disease,  this  can  readily 
be  seen  from  the  tables  that  follow. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  was  small,  these 
cases  being  promptly  admitted  to  Sanatoria  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

All  newly  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  visited  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a complete  report  sent  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  the  Chest  Physician.  Continual  contact  is 
maintained  with  the  latter  particularly  where  it  is  felt  that  bad 
housing  conditions  and  other  factors  make  it  necessary  for  some  cases 
to  receive  priority  in  admission  to  Sanitoria.  Where  house  defects 
are  found  the  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  the  matter  up  with  the 
owner. 


Advice  is  given  on  the  Medical  Officer’s  visit  re  prevention 
of  spread  of  infection  in  the  home,  and  this  is  further  enlarged  by 
the  visits  of  the  Health  Visitor. 

The  members  of  the  household  where  a case  has  occurred  are 
advised  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  skin  test  and  X-Ray. 

The  Public  Health  Department  supplies  a liberal  quantity  of 
disinfectant  for  cleansing  sputum  receptacles  and  infected  linen  of 
the  patient  and  terminal  disinfecting  is  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

There  is  also  the  availability  of  skin  testing  of  all  children 
up  to  the  age  of  give  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  and  it  is  also 
available  for  School  leavers,  any  suspicious  case  being  referred  after 
preliminary  X-Ray  to  the  Chest  Physician. 

Work  on  polio  vaccination  was  speeded  up  as  supplies  of  vaccine 

increased,  groupc  1 - 15  yri  being  duu ring  the  year. 

Parents  may  apply  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  their 
children  to  be  vaccinated  and  forms  of  application  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Public  Health  Department. 

It  is  my  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  in  all  matters  connected  with  the 
health  of  the  District.

The  Urban  District  of  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  is  situated  in  the 
North  Western  corner  of  the  County  of  Monmouth,  and  lies  at  the  head 
of  the  Western  Valley.  The  Northern  boundary  of  the  district  forms 
the  boundary  with  the  Brynmawr  Urban  District  and  is  also  the  County 
Boundary  wi th  Brecknockshire.  It  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  Blacnavon, 
the  South  by  Abertillery  and  the  West  by  Ebbw  Vale. 

Nantyglo  came  into  existence  in  the  period  1782-1880  for  the 
purpose  of  mining  the  deposits  of  coal  and  iron  ore;  Blaina  coming 
into  existence  at  a later  date  1830-1900  for  the  extraction  of  coal. 

As  mining  in  the  area  is  now  confined  to  one  colliery,  the 
workers  are  employed  mainly  in  the  coal  mines  factories  and  steelworks 
of  the  adjoining  industrial  districts.  Considerable  factory  develop- 
ment has  taken  place  in  recent  years  in  the  Nantyglo  Area,  and  a large 
modern  factory  known  as  the  Semtex  Co. , has  been  constructed,  which 
produces  synthetic  flooring,  three  other  factories  produce  felt,  brass 
fittings  and  ladies  underwear,  and  there  is  also  a modern  boot  and 
shoe  making  factory. 

These  factories  are  of  great  importance  to  the  industry  of 
the  town. 


The  housing  problem  remains  a most  urgent  one,  especially  in 
the  Nantyglo  Area,  where  many  of  the  houses  built  during  the 
Industrial  Revolution  are  still  in  existence,  one  row  of  houses  built 
fbr  the  workers  of  the  old  Nantyglo  Forge  in  1795  is  still  occupied. 


As  a result  a large  percentage  of  the  houses  are  unfit  and  should 
be  demolished,  many  more  are  sub-standard  and  occupied  by  more  than 
onc  The  elevation  and  climatic  conditions  of  the  area  are 

conducive  of  damp  conditions  in  most  of  these  old  properties,  which  are 
mainly  of  random  rubble  construction  and  without  damp-proof  courses. 

Many  of  these  houses  are  let  at  such  low  rentals  that  the  carry- 
lng  out  of  repairs  becomes  almost  an:  Impossibility  to  most  of  the 
l and 1 o r d s . 


^ number  People  have  been  assisted  by  the  Council  to 
purchase  their  own  houses,  and  in  these  cases  extensive  repairs  and 
improvements  are  being  carried  uut.

There  are 
however,  no  immediate  plans  for  building  more  houses  and  the  position

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  «f  the  district  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Sbbw 
Vale  District  Council.  The  service  reservoir  being  situated  at  Llangyn- 
idr  Mountain  Beaufort.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  filtered  by  sloitf  sand 
filters  before  coming  into  the  district. 

The  new  water  system  has  greatly  improved  supplies  to  houses,  but 
chore  are  still  many  with  imdequate  supplies,  due  mainly  to  gross 
corrosion  of  the  service  pipes. 

The  water  is  of  a soft  character  and  chemical  nrlysis  has  shown 
that  c slight  solvent  action  is  produced  when  in  contact  with  lead  pipes. 
The  use  of  load  in  service  & distributing  pipes  is  therefore  prohibited, 
although  permissible  in  hot  water  systems,  etc.,

Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year 
wore  also  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Beth. 

There  arc  still  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in  the 
district,  the  baths  in  the  no ighb during  authorities  of  Brynmawr  & 

Abort illery  being  used. 

School  children  are  conducted  to  these  Baths  for  instruction  by  the 
cduc.ation.l  authorities  but  during  the  summer  months  the  ponds  in  the 
district  are  still  used  despite  the  fact  that  they  are  daiganus  and  ar- 
quite  unfit  for  use  as  swimming  pools. 

grain  age  A - Drainage  - Sewerage  is  on  the  wg.ter  carriage  system.  The 
/subsidiary  sewers  are  connected  up  with  the  Western  Vr.lley  (Mon)  main 
/ Trunk  Scwfer,  which  dischr  rges  into  th  sea  at  loitf  water  west  of  the  mouth  o 
thc  River  Usk. 

The  sewers  are  in  quit?e  good  condition,  the  section  at  Surgery  Road 
which  gave  so  much  trouble  due  to  insufficient  fall,  has  been  rolaid  and 
no  further  trouble  he.  s been  experienced. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

Public  Cleansing  and  refuse  collection  is  controlled  by  the 
Council’s  Engineer  end  Surveyor. 

Refuse  is  deposited  at  the  Winchestown  site  where  controlled 
tipping  is  exercised. 

Although  refuse  is  collected  three  times  a week,  householders  in 
the  wrea  still  persist  in  depositing  their  refuse  on  open  spaces  near 
their  homos. 

This  inexcusable  practice,  in  my  opinion  will  not  be  remedi&d  until 
there  is  more  co-operat ion  between  all  concerned,  and  each  householder  - 
has  a suitable  covered  dustbin  for  the  storage  of  domestic  refuse  prior 

to  collection.

The  work  of  rets  and  mice  destruction  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
above  ±iCt. 

Two  raaintem  nee  treatments  of  the  districts  sewers  hrve  been 
completed  and  the  results  summarised  below.

The  bc.it  was  deposited  on  the  benching  of  the  manholes  or  upon 
met cl  baiting  trays  fitted  to  the  manhole  walls.  Each  manhole  being 
pro-baited  upon  alternate  days , and  on  the  third  day  a proportionate 
amount  of  poison  was  added  to  the  base  bait  and  laid  at  all  points  which 
had  resulted  in  a take  of  pre-belt. 

In  accordance  withthe  instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  end  Food,  (Infestation  Control  (Department ) , the 
bc.se  bait  and  poison  used  are  alternated  for  sower  treatments  and  the 
results  prove  the  efficiency  of  this  change  in  bait  and  poison. 

The  work  of  Rodent  Control  in  this  area  is  carried  out  by  a 
full  time  officer,  end  the  following  report  shows  the  number  of  ins- 
pections, infestations  and  treatments  carried  out  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  Jlst  March,  1957*

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  action  as  food  traders  .re 
generally  co-operative  in  the  question  of  food  hygiene. 

Ice  Cream  (Herat  Treatment)  Regulations  1947  - 19l52. 

There  are  28  registered  retailers  ...nd  two  manufacturers  of 
Ice  Cream  within  the  urban  area.  The  retailors  obtain  supplies 
which  ore  prepacked,  ma inly  from  the  1. rge  Ice  Cream  companies. 

Of  the  manufacturers,  one  uses  the  heat  treatment  method, 
and  one,  the  complete  cold  mix  method,  their  apparatus  conforming 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 
Fremioes  in  the  district  conform  to  legal  requirements,  and  «iro 
: gl^ter^d  in  acocr  'oe  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act . 

Milk  Supply. 


There  are  9 persons  licensed  as  Dealers  in  Pastucrisod  Milk 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  1949* 

All  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  "p<  stcurisod"  end  supplied 
mainly  by  large  D<d ry  Comapnies  having  Pasteurisation  Plant  in  the 
neighbou:  ing  towns.  There  is  one  such  Dairy  within  the  urban 
area. 


The  moving  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  from  County 
Hall  Newport  has  presented  a little  difficulty  when  samples  arc 
submitted  for  examination,  a,ll  such  samples  having  now  to  be 
taken  to  Newport,  when  previously  they  could  be  sent  by  rail. 

All  samples  taken  during  the  year  wore  found  to  be  satisfy  ct-

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


There  are  no  privately  or  publicly  owned  slaughterhouses  within 
the  urban  area,  the  bulk  of  the  meat  entering  the  butchers  shops 
in  the  district  coming  from  the  slaughterhouse  situated  ln^the 
neighbouring  district  of  Brynnuwr*  A quantity  also  comes  from 
Newport,  Mawsycwmmer,  and  Abergavenny. 
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An  additional  Fublic  Health  Inspector  is  employed  by  the 
Brynrar.wr  Council  on  full  time  mart  inspection,  the  cost  of  this 
service  being  bourne  by  the  six  neighb  uring  local  ruthorities 
forming  a Joint  Committee,  these  being:-
